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REMARKS 



Claims 1-21 and 23-60 are pending, wherein claims 3 and 18 have been amended, claim 
22 has been cancelled, and new claims 23-60 have been added in order for Applicants to more 
fully claim what they regard as their invention. 

Preliminarily, Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 1, 2, 4-7 
and 19-21 are allowed, and that claim 18 is merely objected to. Claim 18 has been amended so 
as to overcome the objection. 

The Office Action rejects claims 3 and 22 for various reasons set forth in the Office 
Actino. Claim 3 has been amended in order to address and overcome the rejections, while claim 
-22 has been cancelled; thereby rendering that rejection moot. 

Support for new claims 23-60 is as follows: 

Claims 2-4, 10, 15 and 17 are amended to maintain proper antecedent basis. Claim 11 
was amended to add silver and gold as disclosed at page 7, lines 29-30 and page 1, line 22. 
Claim 13 was amended to correct an obvious typographical error. 

Applicants have added new claims 23-60 in order to more fully claim what they regard as 
their invention. Because claims 23-60 are similar to subject matter that the Examiner has already 
indicated is allowable, Applicants believe the claims 23-60 are likewise allowable over the prior 
art of record. 
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In view of the foregoing, Applicants believe that the claims as now presented are in 
allowable form. In the event that the Examiner finds remaining impediment to a prompt 
allowance of this application that may be clarified through a telephone interview, or that may be 
overcome by an Examiner's Amendment, the Examiner is requested to contact the undersigned 
attorney.
